A TERRIFIC
RAIN STORM

MUCH DAMAGE DONE YESTER-
DAY AFTERNOON.

Rain Flooded the Btreets Through-
out the OClty and Transformed
Many of Them Into Bmall-Bized
Btreams—Little Gisl in Green
Ridge Nearly Drowned While At-
tempting to Cross Columbia Ave-
nue—=Part of Ontarlo and Western
Tracks Washed Out.

A terrific downpour of raln, which oce
curred yesterday afternoon, shortly
after 6 o'clock, turned many strects
throughout the city Into mininture
canals and caused more or lees damage
it many polnts.

It began to rain shortly after noon
and It kept up a sort of cross between
a real, genuine shower and a drizzle
until a lttle after 5 o'clock, when water
literally began to pour from the overs
hanging clouds,

A number of streets In the central
clty soon overflowed, the sewers prov-
ing too small to carry oft the water,
Linden street was a good-sized lake
from Adams to Penn avenues. A break
In the plpe at the corner of the former
thoroughfare caused a qulcker over-
flow than usual. The water backed up
on Washington avenue as far down as
the Republican bullding, completely
covering the sidewalk in ftront of the
federal bullding,

The basements of a number of busi-
ness places along Lackawanna avenue
were flooded by water backing up from
the sewer. A large stock of provisions
in the basement of the Coyne house
wins destroved by the water.

Many streets in Green Ridge were
flooded, also. Green Ridge street, be-

low Banderson avenue, resembled a
river, and the water flowing down
apread over the Green Ridge flats, A

little girl named Dickson, whose par-
ents live on Deacon street, attemnted
to cross Columbia avenue, near No, 27
school, and was carried off her feet by
the swilft current. She fell, and was
struggling In the water when a passer-
by regcued her.

Surface water swelled the creek run-
ning under the Ontario and Western
trucks near the Love Road and washed
away the embankment for a short
space. Sectlon hands repaired the
damage in a few hours. None of the
other roads experienced washouls,

Street car trafflc was blovked for an
hour or more on several Mnes by the
trucks being covered with dirt und
causing cars to become deralled. Curs
were off the track on the Dunmore,
Providence, Green Ridge Suburban and
South Side lines. This occurred just at
the time when hig crowds are home-
ward bound and as a consequence there
were hundreds of belated suppers.

Phelps  street, between Washington
and Wyoming avenue, 1s alwayvs flooded
during a heavy ralnstorm, but it was
never fiooded as badly as it was ves-
terday afternoon. The inadequate sewer
aceommodations in the nelghborhood
cause the fooding.

The storm seemed to have Its center
in Seranton, Raln fell eastward as far
as Waghington, N. J., and northward
as far as Binghamton. Moosic, on the
south, had no rain in the evening.

DISCHARGED

WAE NOT ENOUGH EVIDENCE
AGAINST HIM.

Assistant District Attorney Thomaa
Baid That There Beemed to Be
Nothing to Definitely Connect
Him with the Murder of Mary
Quinn and Refused to Appear
Against Him—Buperintendent Day
Advised Discharge — Attorney
Beragg Said Police Acted Hastily.

Bert Anderson, of Keyser avenue,
who was arrested on Sunday, on sus-
plelon of having heen (mpllicated In the
murder of Mary Quinn, was discharged
from custody late yesterday afternoon
by Mngistrate Millar at the request of
Huperintendent of Police Day, who
made the arrest.

The police court room In the municl-
pnl bullding was crowded with Inter-
ested speclatlors when the case was
called before Magistrate Millar, Ander-
son, when brought out from his cell,
was  exceedingly self-possesged and
seeined to be bored by the proceedings,
for he yawned several times in a tired
sort of wav,

Asslatant District Attorney W. Gay-
lord Thomas had been cualled up to the
munlelpal bullding to represent the
commonwealth at the hearing, He had
& conference with City Sollcitor Wat-
gon and Superintendent Day. When the
evidence agalnst Anderson was outlined
to him he refused to have anything to
do with the case, Insigting that it would
be a waste of time to bother with a
hearing.

City Solicitor Watson, on behalf of
Superintendent Day, sald that the latter
had no desire to have the case go to n
hearing. It had been decided, he sald,
that the evidence agalnst Anderson
was not at all sufficient te hold him on,
There were discrepancies in the state-
ments regarding his whereabouts on
tke night of the murder and his actions
at that time, which looked suspicious,
but the police had nothing more to
offer than these "naked statements,” he
sald. The man's home and all the
buildings in the rear of it had been
searched by the police, but nothing of
an ineriminating nature was found.

Attorney John F, Scragg, who ap-
peared for Anderson, sald that while he
did not like to criticize the police, he
nevertheless believed that they acted
too hastily in this case. They should
have been thoroughly assured that they
had sufficient evidence to hold Ander-
son before arresting him. The injury
done to his reputation by the arrest is
one which it will take years to repair,
he sald.

“If the police,” sald he, “g0 on ar-
resting every Tom, Dick and Harry
they will weaken their case. It is a
well-established fact that the more in-
nocent men you arrest charged with
commitlting a specific crime, the more
you wenken your case ngainst the zullty
man, should he ever be caught.
